Of a kindly 
disposition and possessed of s de 
sire to assist ia whatever puablicor 
private way be could, the late 
doctor was @ prominent fizure in 
al¥local circles and by his death 
Hongkong has lost one of its most 
valued residents.

The Iste Dr. Gregory Pau! 
Jordso, M.B., C.Mf. Ed., MRCS. 
Eng, was born in India on 
Febrazry 6:h., 1858. He was 
educated partly in. India bu: 
mainly at Ejinburgh University. 
graduating at the Edinburgh 
University ia 1880 as Bachelor of 
Medicine and Master of Surgery. 
After having been in private 
practice at Home two years he 
was appointed Resident Surgeon 
of Derset County Hospital, also 
studying in Paris under Professor 
Chascot at the Salpetric, in 
Vienna under Professor Albert 
and teking private stady at Cam- 
bridge and St. Thomas’s Hespita}, 
London. In 1884 ha was appointed 
a member of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. In, 1885 the deceased 
first came to Hongkong to com- 
mence private practice, later 
founding the present firm of Jor- 
dan, Forsyth, Grove and Aubrey. 
Throughout the whole of bis 36

ANGLO-FRENCH FOOLISHNESS. 


It is becoming more and more clear as time goes on that 
Enrope is suffering from the fact that it bas the wrong 
men at the head of things. We said as much yesterday 
in commenting’on the riots in Vienna, but how much more 
can that be said to-day in the light of the disconcerting 
news which has come to hand by cable speaking of deep 
and serious differences between France and England. The 

"very existence of the Entente is threatened. apparently. 
and the press of both countries is indulging in curt critivism 
and grave questionings. And what for? One might well 
ask that question because between the two ‘peoples there is 
cause and reason for nothing but the clesest harmony. 
They have but recently shared a common sacrifice and 
Sorrow in a common cause; they are desirous of a common 
blessing—the blessing of peace, prosperity and good govern- 
ment. And yet between the two countries there is growing 
up friction and almost animosity. censures are being 
bandied about acd the bond of syinpathy and understand. 
ing which has ‘bound the peoples together for so long is 
being strained to breaking point. Diplomats and poli- 
tictans are making a hopeless bungle of things: they prate 
about friendship in one breath and talk of conflicting 
interests in another. Tt is a tragedy over which the 
historian will have cause to Iament because it is taking 

lace at a time when so much might have been accomplished 
in the other direction. 

Over the week-end we were reading the latest number 
of the Reciee of Keeives in which Mr. Hamilton Fyfe, th 
well-known English writer. openly and iu very plain language 
accused the Paris politicians of being the Great Disturbers 
ofEnrope. Hesaid that to them could be traced most of the 
petty intrigues so harmful to the peaceful re-establishment 
of the continent; that owing to their greed regarding re- 
pirations and indermnities, the central nations of Europe 
were beipg kept impoverished and restless, It was a most 
damaging icdic!ment. And in the same issue there was 
an article by. a French writer in which the Paris policy 

' was vigorously defended, in which France's unique position 
was clearly outlined and in which her demands were made 
Justified. And if those tio articles sum up the official 
view.(both writers claimed to have knowledge of inmost 
aflairs) then it is made manifest that whereas the two 
peoples have nearly everything in common the two sets of 

' diplomats have very widely strayed. They are approaching 
problems from points of view fundamental ly diflerent—tosay 
which is the better or otherwise depends on the point of view. 

And yet one would fancy that men who had gone 
through the past seven or eight years together would have 
desired the same things. .They all, surely, must see Europe 
in ruins in which it is essential to work as 2 whole rather 
than in parts. To help Europe back to normalcy, to heal 
the wounds of war, ta feed starving peoples, to give the 
unemployed work, to stabilise exchanges, and generally to 
heal the wounds of what we have all been throngh 
inust appeal to them as the. most essential task of the
